WASHINGTON ‘CONCERNED’ 
OVER ‘BROADER ASPECTS’ 
IN CHINA, HULL DECLARES 


WASHINGTON, June 19 (AP). 
ECRETARY OF STATE 

Secu formally expressed to- 

day the concern of the Unit- 
ed States with “broader aspects” 
of developments at Tientsin, 
China, where the Japanese army 
has blockaded’ British and 
French concessions. 

In a statement Hull said: 

“This Government is not con- 
cerned in the original incident 
at Tientsin relating to the re- 
quested delivery of the four ac- 
cused Chinese. It is concerned, 
however, with the nature and 
significance of subsequent de- 
velopments, in their broader as- 
pects, coupled with other past 
and present acts and utterances 
in other parts of China. This 
Government, therefore, is ob- 
serving with special interest all 
related developments in China 
as they occur from day to day.” 

Hull told reporters the charge 
d’affaires at Tokyo, Eugene Doo- 
man, had suggested that the 
good offices of the American 
Consul-General at Tientsin, John 
K. Caldwell, be used in media- 
tion, 


WHALEN SAYS WORLD’S FAIR 
HAS “GONE OVER THE TOP” 


Paid Admissions in Month and 
Half Total 5,852,251—Average 
Less Than Expected. 
| NEW YORK, June 19 (AP).— 
Grover A. Whalen, president of the 
new York World’s Fair, says the 
$155,000,000 exposition, most expen- 
sive in history, “has already gone 

over the top.” 

Replying indirectly to critics who 
termed the fair a financial] flop, 
Whalen, in a statement yesterday 
reviewing the first 47 days of oper- 
ation, declared the show had made 
a “highly satisfactory” record. 

He reported the total attendance 
threugh June 15 as 8,087,595, of 
which 5,852,251 were paid admis- 
sions. 

Although the daily attendance 
has averaged less than 200,000- in- 
stead of the 300,000 anticipated, a 
spokesman said the fair would not 
close “in the red.” 

He said the final attendance 
would jsotal 50,000,000 or 60,000,000 
instead of the slightly more than 
40,000,000 needed to break even. 

Visitors have downed 2,286,264 
hot dogs and 1,524,176 hamburgers. 


NLRB SAYS LABOR ACT SAVED 
NATION $33,000,000 IN YEAR 


Estimate Based on Asserted Preven- 
tion of 4,779,907 Man-Days 
Less by Strike. 


WASHINGTON, June 19 (AP).— 
‘The National Labor Relations Board 
isaid yesterday that the Wagner 
Act had saved the nation $33,000,000, 
by “conservative estimate,” last 
year. 

This conclusion was reached by 
David J. Saposs, NLRB chief econo- 
mist, in a study which showed that 
operation of the act cost $2,700,000, 
or approximately $1 for each work- 
er involved in the 11,488 cases han- 
dled by the NLRB in 1938. 

Saposs estimated the law saved 
$16,700,000 in wages and an equal 
amount for employers and commu- 
nities by averting the loss of 4,779,- 
907 man-days of strike. 

His calculation was based largely 
on the decrease in strikes between 
1937 and 1938 in industries in which 
the NLRB has taken jurisdiction 
as compared with the decrease in 
industries in which it has taken 
partial or no jurisdiction.’ 


TRAPEZE PERFORMER KILLED 
IN 104-FOOT FALL AT CARNIVAL 


Loses Grip When “Doing Simplest 
Trick in the Book” at 
Seattle Show. 
SEATTLE, June 19 (AP).—Ern- 
est Liber, 25 years old, Los Angeles 
trapeze performer, fell 104 feet to 
his death at a carnival early today. 
He and three mates in the trap- 
eze act were giving their final per- 
formance here. Liber, associates 
said, was “doing the simplest trick 
in the book”—spins on the trapeze, 
with both hands on the bar. They 
could not understand how he lost 


his grip. 


DETERDING’S BRITISH ESTATE 


Oil Magnate Left $1,733,000 Besides 
$9 


,360,000 Elsewhere. 
LONDON, June 19 (AP).—Sir 
Henri Deterding, oil magnate who 
died in Switzerland Feb. 4, left a 
personal estate of £370,400 (about 

$1,733,470) .in Great Britain. 


His estate outside Britain has 
been estimated unofficially at £2,- 
000,000 (about $9,360,000). 


TIENTSIN, China, June 19 (AP). 
—Japanese military authorities to- 
night erected a 1000-volt electric 
wire barricade around the British 
and French concessions here, fur- 
ther strengthening their blockade 
of the foreign area. 

A Japanese engineer pulled a 
switch sending the current surging 
through high tension wires strung 
around the concessions, the aim 
being to prevent anyone trying to 
steal through the blockade under 
cover of darkness or pass fresh 
food across the barriers behind 
the backs of Japanese sentries. 

Japanese described the electrified 
wires as deadly. 

(Electrical experts said the ef- 
fect of 1000 volts on a person de- 
pended upon the amperage or pres- 
sure of the current and his physical 
condition.) 

British authorities today consid- 
ered evacuating their besieged 
women and children as the block- 
ade of the British and French con- 
cessions here continued in its sixth 
day without a sign of either side 
weakening. 


Resigned “to Fight It Out.” 


Spokesmen for the Britons, who 
are virtually imprisoned in the con- 
cessions by the blockade, said they 
were resigned “to fight it out.” 

If the British decide to remove 
the women and children they prob- 
ably will sail aboard a passenger 
ship Wednesday for Chinwangtao 
and Peitaiho, a nearby beach re- 
sort. A British destroyer returned 
to Chinwangtao today from Pei- 
taiho, about 135 miles northeast of 
Tientsin, after apparently finding 
conditions normal there. 

With the delivery of fresh food 
supplies seriously curtailed, al- 
though not entirely stopped, the 
possibility of a water shortage 
caused measures to conserve the 
supply. 

To Prevent Profiteering. 


The chairman of the British Mu- 
nicipal Council issued a. statement 
charging that while Japanese were 
accusing the British of hoarding 
flour and rice they were pressing 
a definite policy of preventing sam- 
pans on the Hai River from deliv- 
ering fresh food to the concession. 

He declared the British never had 
withheld shipments of flour or other 
supplies. From June 12 through 
June 15, he said, 141,990 bags of 
flour and $250 bags of rice were 
shipped out. 

Asked why sampans were not al- 
lowed to deliver food, a Japanese 
army spokesman said the army 
had no official knowledge but that 
the measure probably was insti- 
tuted “to prevent profiteering.” 

Japanese took a further step to- 
ward breaking down the regular 
Chinese customs’ service, but the 
blockade otherwise was little 
changed. 

Japanese Customs Service. 


What was described as a tempo- 
rary branch office of the Chinese 
maritime customs service was 
opened in Japanese occupied terri- 
tory of this North China port under 
the direction of Japanese and Chi- 
nese obedient to them to facilitate 
the clearance of vessels outside the 
concessions. The regular customs 
house is in the French zone, 

Britons, with business at a stand- 
still, food supplies running danger- 
ously low, prices climbing and the 
barricades at the concessions’ bor- 
ders difficult to pass, waited anxi- 
ously for London, Washington and 
Paris to act as signs grew that 
Japanese pressure would increase. 

Gen, Hamma, commander of the 
Japanese garrison in Tientsin, an- 
nounced Japan’s intention to keep 
tightening “isolation measures” un- 
til Britain “abandons her policy of 
assisting Chiang Kai-shek and the 
British concession in Tientsin col- 
lapses.” 

Gen. Hamma said Japan could 
withstand any British efforts “un- 
less America co-operates — which 
America is unlikely to do over the 
Tientsin issue.” 


1500 Britons Virtual Prisoners; 
Three Roughly Handled. 

SHANGHAI, June 19 (AP).—Fif- 
teen hundred Britons were virtual 
prisoners today within the British 
and French concessions in Tientsin. 

Only three Britons were reported 
to have passed the Japanese barri- 
cades Saturday and Sunday. 

Official British .reports said the 
first, a man, was forced to strip; 
the second, a girl, was roughly 
handled by a Chinese policeman; 
and the third, a man, was partially 
disrobed and also roughly handled. 

Gen. Hamma, commander of the 
Japanese garrison in Tientsin, yes- 
terday voiced Japan’s intention of 
continued pressure. 

Situation in Brief. 

After five days of the blockade, 
imposed originally because British 
refused to hand over four Chinese 
wanted by the Japanese for the 
assassination of a customs official, 
the situation in Tientsin was as fol- 


ows: 
1. Almost all business had stopped 


completely. 
2. Food supplies had been reduced

Prosecutor Drops Charges 


Against Two  Ex-Con- 
victs, Then Post-Dispatch 
Traces the Man. 


WITHOUT HIM, CASE 
WAS SAID TO BE WEAK 


Suspects in 1933 Robbery 
at O’Fallon Allowed to 
Go =sFree;, Although 
Others Were to Testify. 


Richard Wright, the “missing” 
witness, whose testimony State’s 
Attorney Louis P. Zerweck of St. 
Clair.County said was indispensa- 
ble to the prosecution of three ex- 
convicts for the 1933 holdup of the 
First State Bank of O'Fallon, IIL, 
was found today by the 
Post-Dispatch, working at the Fish- 


er body plant, Union boulevard and 
Natural Bridge avenue, where he 
has been employed for six years. 


The State’s Attorney announced 
Saturday night he had dropped 
robbery charges against Charles 
M. Mack and Emmett McCotter, 
two of the three indicted for the 
robbery, because neither he nor 
Sheriff D, A. :Prindable had been 
able to find Wright. 

Zerweck, when informed Wright 
had been found, told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter he would re- 
instate the charges and proceed 
with prosecution. 

To Send Back Indictment. 

He said the indictment, which 
had been withdrawn from the Cir- 
cuit Court docket on his order, 
would be sent back into court. He 
does not anticipate any difficulty in 
locating Mack and McCotter to 
bring them to trial. Although not 
under bond, Mack ando McCotter, 
recently released from the Jeffer- 
son City penitentiary on conditional 
commutation of 10-year robbery sen- 
tences, must report each month at 
St. Louis police headquarters. 

It was known that Wright was 
employed at the Fisher plant while 
reporting to Federal probation of- 
ficers on his parole from Leaven- 
worth Penitentiary in November, 
1932, after serving about 18 momths 
of a five-year term for interstate 
transportation of stolen automo- 
biles. A call to the plant employ- 
ment office by a Fost-Dispatch re- 
porter disclosed he is still working 
there. 

Wright said to the reporter that 
Zerweck knew three years ago that 
he was employed at the Fisher plant 
and that he (Wright) had not been 
in communication with the State’s 
Attorney since that time. 

“T did not disappear,” Wright 
said. “I came over to St. Louis with 
Zerweck’s knowledge to keep out 
of sight. My life was endangered 
because I testified against these 
men before the grand jury. 

“These men threatened me sever- 
altimes. They said they would kill 
me or take my child if I testified. 
I think this case was dropped to 
save my life. 

“T was a victim of circumstances 
in this thing. Mack and the others 
came to my house to divide the 
money from the bank, and one of 
them held a gun on me while they 
did it.” 

At first reluctant to admit his 
identity, Wright said he feared that 
the disclosure of his whereabouts 
would endanger his life, “They'll 
shoot me,” he declared. 


Named Three Men. 

In statements to’ authorities. 
Wright had related that Mack, 
known to the underworld as ‘Big 
Mack,” McCotter and a third man, 
James Duncan, came to his home, 
then at 709 North LEighty-fifth 
street, East St. Louis, on May 8, 
1933, the day of the bank robbery, 
and divided a large sum of money 
which one of them.said they had 
taken from the bank. The robbers 
got $2900. 

Wright, who said he had known 
Mack as a fellow prisoner at Leav- 
enworth; asserted that he did not 
participate in the O‘Fallon holdup 
but received from the three $220 in 
silver. He was charged as an acces- 
sory after the fact but was not 
prosecuted for lack of evidence. 

A. B. Lansing, St. Louis attorney 
for the insurance company »which 
paid the holdup loss, said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that Zer- 
weck called on him early in April to 
assist in a search for Wright. An 
investigator assigned to the case re- 
ported that he made many inquiries 
in East St. Louis to determine the 
witness’ whereabouts but was un- 
able to find him. . 

‘Three Other Witnesses. 

Mack was identified also by 
Thomas T. Gordon, the bank cash- 
ier, as one of the two men who 
held him up. Gordon, who was a

Fair, umpire-in-chief of the 1939 
national semi-pro tournament here 
in August, tested his mechanical 
gadget last night. 

Now he’s ready for his critics. If 
a player starts an argument, all 
the arbiter has to do is turn a lever. 
Not only does the duster stir up a

A CULTURED, finely mind, a 

scrupulous sense of fairness and an un- 
failing instinct of kindness and courtesy 
were qualities Ralph Pulitzer which 
a host of older newspaper men have paid 
and will continue to pay tribute. 

Before failing health forced his 
ment, a year before Scripps-Howard bought 
the World and the Evening World and con- 
solidated them with the Telegram, these 
qualities became widely known and ap- 
preciated, even beyond newspaper circles, 
during Mr. Pulitzer’s 19 years as publisher 
of the World, 

The health handicap, before it became too 
great, never interfered with his conscien- 
tious devotion to the paper, its staff and its 
traditions. Nor had any man on it better 
reason to know what those traditions were. 

For Ralph Pulitzer got his newspaper: 
training straight from one of the hardest 
journalistic taskmasters that ever lived—the 
late Joseph Pulitzer, publisher of the World. 
And the latter, in his later years, has never 
been better described than in a little word 
sketch drawn by his son Ralph in the course 
of a public address: 

“I have in my mind’s eye the picture seen 
many and many a time of a man in the 
throes of sightlessness and suffering insist- 
ing on a paragraph or phrase being read 
and reread to him over and over again, lis- 
tening with painful tension to catch and 
correct any slightest suspicion of misstate- 
ment in a fact, any slightest shade of over- 
emphasis in an adjective, any possibility of 
conveying an impression that was not alto- 
gether accurate and scrupulously just.” 

To a gift for writing that even his exact- 
ing father admired was added an occasion- 
al satiric touch, seen at its best in “New 
York Society on Parade” and always a de- 
light to those who knew Ralph Pulitzer well. 

After his retirement, he still served faith- 
fully as a life member of the Advisory Board 
that makes Pulitzer Prize selections, besides 
taking an active interest in civic movements 
like the National Economy League. 

He will be remembered and missed in 
more circles than those of the workaday 
journalism he had to abandon.
